COMMONS Afſembled in Parliament, 
for appointing the ſale of the Biſhops 
Lands for the uſe of the 
Commun-wealth. 


=AHereas by an Ordinance of the Lords and Commons 
£1 made the ninth of OZoher one thouſand fix hundred 
VT forty fix, the name, title, ſtile, and dignity of Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, Archbiſhop of Yorke,Biſhop 
of Wincheſter, Biſhop of Dureſme, and of all other 
| J Biſhops of any Biſhopricks within the*Kingdome 
of England and Dominion oft Wales, from the fifth of September 
one thouſand fix hundred forty fix is wholy aboliſhed and taken 
away,and all andevery perſon and perſons are diſabled to hold the 
place, funQion, orſtile of Archbiſhop or Biſhop of any Church,See, 
or Diaceſle within the Kingdome __ , and Dominion of 
Wales , by any Authority whatſoever ; And all Counties Palatine, 
Honours, Mannors,Lands, Tenements,and Hereditaments,and other 
the premiſes in the ſaid Ordinance mentioned, were and are veſted, 
and ſerled, adjudged & deemed to be in the reall and atuall on 
and ſeilin of Thomas Adams Alderman,then Lord Major of the City 
of London, Sir Fobn Wollaſtone Knight , Sir George Clerke Knight, 
Fobn Langham Alderman, Fobn Fowke Alderman , Fames Bunce Al 
derman, William Gibs Alderman, Samnel Avery Al an, Thomas 
Noe!l,Chriſtopber P acke, Fobn Bell amy, Edward Hooker, Thomas Arnold, 
Richard Gt William Hobſon , Francis Aſh, Fobn B abington, Lau- 
rence B umfield, Alexander Jones, Fobn Jones, Richard Vennar, Stephen 
Eſtwicke, Robert Mead, and Fames Story , their heires and aſſignes, 
upon truſt and confidence that the ſaid perſons before named, their

AnJ4 have thereby further declared, that it ſhall and may be lawfull 
for any perſon or perſons to afhgne his right and intereſt in any 
fume or ſums of money owing to him upon the publique faith as 
sforefaid, to any perſon or perſons that ſhall advance the like fum 
in manner as is before exprefſed. And therefore for and towards 
the ſatisfying of the ſaid two hundred thouſand pounds to be rai- 
Kd,or ſo much thereof as ſhall be raiſed, and of ſuch money as ac- 
cordingto the ſaid Declaration the ſaid lenders are to be repaid 
for Money , Plate, Horſes with heir furniture and armes , ad- 
vanced upon the Publique faith, with Intereſt for the ſame, after 
the rate aforeſaid , The ſaid Lords and Commons have declared

faid Thomesr Adams and other the perſons before named, and

Hes and Profirs, that ſhall at any time hereafter become due and 
able for the ſaid premifſes or any part of them, untill fale ſhall 
be ntade of the ſame to the uſes, intents, and parpoſes herein and 
hereafter declared : And be it ordained that the ſaid Truſtees, or the 
Major part of them,ſhall have Power and Authority,and are hereby 
Authoriſed, ro take into their Aſſtance ſach Counſell Learned, 
and to appoint ſuch Stewards of Mannors, and all other Officers 
and Perſons, as they or the Major _ of them ſhould hold fit and 
neceſſary for the putting of this nance in Execution, and to- 
ive ſuch Fees, and make ſuch allowance to the ſaid Councell, 
Ceewards of Mannors, Officers and perſons as they ſhall hold fit 
and neceſſary. And tomake Warrants to the Treaſurers forthe 
payment ofthe ſame, who are hereby required to pay the ſame ac- 
cordingly, untill Saleſhall be made of the premiſles, to the uſes, in- 
tents, and purpoſes herein,and hereafter declared as atoreſaid; That 
js to ſay, that out of the Money raiſed by the Sale of the ſaid Pre- 
miſſes, or any part of themthat ſhall be ſold, and out of the aid:
